McGrath was reminded that 
Attorney General Clark last year 
informed the Senate Judiciary 
Committee he had ‘serious doubts 
as to the constitutionality of the 
1948 version of the Mundt bill, 
and was “unable to recommend its 
enactment.”

TITO HAS TAKEN to making 
speeches and with each one of them we 
et a fuller picture of the depths to which 
the Yugoslav leaders have sunk and the 


scope of their plans and ambitions in the 
Balkans. On July 10, it was.a speech at Pola 
that disclosed the knife in the back to the Greek 
Democratic Army, the decision te close the Yugo- 
slav frontier and intern guerrilas who might be 
forced across it. In that same speech, Tito hinted 
at a deal with Italy with re- 
spect to Trieste. The details 
are now being worked out, 
and last Saturday the Italian 
Ambassador in Belgrade held 
a special pow-wow with 
Tito, the results of which 
were warmly hailed by the 
semi-official newspapers of 
the Italian Foreign Office. 
Now comes the speech in 
Montenegro on Tuesday in 
. which the Yugoslav dictator 

— a openly declares his hopes for 
the overthrow of the Albanian and Bulgarian 
people's governments. He even volunteers to 
assist such‘ an overthrow. 

In other words, he virtually declares his readi- 
ness to open a theater of warfare in the heart of 
the Balkans. And since it is perfectly plain that 
warfareSin Bulgaria, for example<would affect 
vital imterests of the Soviet Union, what Tito 
proclaims quite unmistakably is his readiness to 
embroil the Soviet Union's neighbors in warfare 
to the point of involvirig the Soviet Union itself. 


IT IS SMALL WONDER that the speech in 
Macedonia gets banner headlines in the capitalist 
press, even more so than the previous one at 
Pola. For the imperialist powers understand full 
well what a Balkan war would mean. It would 
be their great opportunity. It would enable them 
to e their Greek sphere of eperations into 
the heart of southeastern Europe—where Chur- 
chill wanted so badly to operate in the latter 
phases of the last’ war. Not only would the 
Greek monarchists be saved by such an opera- 
tion, but the imperialists calculate that this is 
what would weaken the socialist construction of 
the Soviet Union and all the peoples’s democ-

“ITS MY PREDICTION you will walk 
out of this hall proudly wearing the left- 
wing badge as a badge of honor.”

Francisco, is the way the CIO News opens its 
story on that union’s parley.

I AM REMINDED of the Portland conven- 
tion of the CIO, where the three delegates of this 
small union took the floor more frequently, and 
squared off with the right wing forthrightly, than 
did most others. 

At 
one point he interrupted an MC&S Negro dele- 
gate to ask him how many members he repre- 
sented. The idea was to show the delegates that 
this small outfit has too much to say for its size.
